250,000 MEN PROVIDED 
_ FOR THE REGULAR ARMY 


Amendment by Senator 
_ Hardwick Passed to Create 
Reserve Corps of School 
and College Youths—Vol- 
unteer Provision Retained. 
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Washington, April 18.—An army re- 
organization bill that would produce 
regular army and reserve military 
forces in the United States aggregat- 
ing a million men was passed by the 
senate tonight without a record vote. 

On the eve of a special joint session 
ot the houses of congress to hear a 
message from the president on grave 
international issues the senate hasten- 
ed completion of the bill amid scenes 
of excitement, repeatedly rejecting all 
amendments tending to reduce the 

proposed strengthening’ of the amy. 
. Peace Army of 1,000,000 Men. 

In the closing hours of debate the 
senate made provision for a regular 
standing army with a peace strength 
of 250,000 men as compared with 140, 
#00 in the Hay bill, which passed the 
house, retgined after a close. fight the 
plan for a federal volunteer army re- 
serve force calculated to aggregate 
261,000 men and federalized the nation- 
al guard forces of the states at an es- 
timated strength of 280,000. 

In addition to thid combined regular 
and reserve force of 790,000 men, an 
amendment by Seriator Hardwick was 
passed to create a school and college 
youths’ reserve corps in time of war 
or threatened war which would re- 
cruit a force of trained young men, 
schooled by ofücers ot the regular 
army, the estimated strength of which 
is estimated anywhere from 200,000 to 
400,000. hea 

“We are creating here tonight a 
peace army of a million men,” declar- 
ed Senator Myers in supporting an 
amendment of Senator Reed to make 
the regular army 200,000. The senate 
had agreed previously by a vote of 43 
to 37 to an amendment by Senator 
Brandegee increasing it from the pro- 
posed strength of 180,000 to 250,000. 

Reduction Proposal Rejected. 

The Reed reduction proposal was re- 
jected, 42 to 31, after a brief speech by 
Senator Williams, in which he referred 
to the solemnity of the occasion which 
would confront congress tomorrow. 

“Are we or are we not threatened 
with war?” asked Senator Williams. 
“Are we or are we not threatened with 
war from Mexico? Are we or are we 
mot threatened with war over the sub- 
marine controversy? Have we not been 
called to assemble in joint session to- 
morrow, the solemn purpose of which 
we do not, ourselves, definitely un- 
derstand? 

“If the army cannot exceed a certain 
number except in a state of threaten- 
ed war, we are now in a state of theat- 
ened war if the president of the United 
States thinks so. For myself, I think 
, we are pretty seriously threatened with 
international difficuities both from the 
east and the south.”

Charter Revision Committee 
Divided on Kind of Gov- 
ernment Needed, But De- 
termined to Settle Ques- 
tion People Voting Now.

The general sense of the individual 
members of the committee is one of 
satisfaction that the question of wheth- 
er Atlanta is to revise her present 
charter or adopt an entirely different 
one is up for decision, according to 
expressions of those members yester- 
day. 

“Let Citizens Vote.“ 

Councilman Edward Johnson, chair- 
man of the committee, stated Tuesday 
that he was glad that the matter was 
in its present concrete shape.

We do . = 
strong representative government, and 
we need it badly.

“IT am perfectly willing that the peo- 
ple be allowed to act in the matter 
as provided for in the Dunlap resolu- 
tion,” he said. “They have the right to 
do so. I have no idea as to how I will 
act in committee meeting, but I am 
strongly in favor of a representative 
form of government. I think the form 
we are now under is all right, with cer- 
tain revisions which are needed, and 
in my opinion the defect in it is not 
in the organic law, but in its adminis- 
tration by the men handling it.” 

Councilman Frank H. Reynolds is an 
enthusiastic admirer of the commis- 
sion form of government as success- 
fully applied in other cities. 

“I am delighted that the question of 
either revising the present city charter 
or adopting one entirely different has 
arisen and that there is prospect for 
its immediate decision,” he said.

VON PAPEN'S MAN 
CLAIMS IMMUNITY

Washington, April 18.—The German 
embassy today demanded of the state 
department the immediate return of 
papers and documents seized by agents 
of the department of justice in New 
York from the offices formerly. oc- 
cupied by Captain Franz von Papen, 
the recalled military attache of the 
embassy. At the same time the em- 
bassy requested the release of Wolfe 
von Igel, Von Papen's former secre- 
tary, arrested by the authorities in 
New York on an indictment charging 
conspiracy to blow up the Wetland 


canal. 

Counsellor Polk, of the state depart- 
ment, to whom the representations 
were made, at once advised the depart- 
ment of justice to return the papers 
and to free Von Igel unless the of- 
tense alleged against him was com- 
mitted before he became a member of 


the embassy staff. 
Assistant Attorney General Warren, 


said tonight the matter had not been 

brought to his attention. It was un- 

G@erstoed that the state department's 

request would be acted on tomorrow. 
The German Demand. 

Prince von Hatzfeldt, counsellor of 
the eribassy, who made the representa- 
tions, demanded that the papers and 
documents be sealed and restored 
without being photographed or copied. 
The action was based upon the ground 
„that the office in which the seizures 
occurred in reality is a branch of the 
embassy. It was said at the embassy 
that the contents of the papers was 
unknown there and that the demand 
for their restoration was made after 
Von Igel had communicated over the 
long distance telephone from New 
York. ! 

State department records show that 
formal notification of the appointment 


September, after Von Papen had been 
declared persona non grata. Von Igel 
had been in the office of Von. Papen 
for several months prior to that. 
Teutonic officials appeared to be sur- 
prised on being informed that the re- 
lease of Von Igel had been condition 
ally ordered.

London, April 18.—The Russians have 
captured Turkey’s most important port 
on the Black sea—Trebizond. That the 
joint attack, made by land and naval 
forces, was sharp, quick and decisive 
is indicated by the fact that a Russian 
official communication had just an- 
nouneed that the Russian land forces 
were at the village of Drona seven 
miles east of Trebizond, when a new 
announcement of the fall of the town 
was made. : : 

The port and outlying defenses had 
been strongly fortified since the fall! 
of Brzerim and the Turkey garrison 
was estimated at three full divisions. 

The Russtans ales re contin unt their 
drive against the Türk in the region ot 
Baiburt, to the sotithéast, the capture 
the forces which ne captured 
and give the Russians a line fer a solid 
advance eastward. This is part of the 
plan for the isolation of the Turkish 
forces in Mesopotamia, 


WEATHER CHECKS 
BATTLE OF VERDUN. . 


On the French front inclement weath- 
er has impeded activities around Ver- 
dun, where there have been only in- 
termittent bombardments. The only 
infantfy attacks in France or Bel- 
gium have taken place along the Brit- 
ish end of the line, where at several 
points the British have entered Ger- 
man trenches or shaken off German 
attempts at attack. 

The artillery duel around Ikskull 
bridgehead between tHe Germans and 
Russians is still in progress, but no 
material advantage is claimed by eitHer 
side. Petrograd reports the repulse 
of Teuton attacks in Galicia and at 
Popavamoghila and the capture of 
large quantities of war materials. 

The Italians, in mining operations 
on the western top of the Col di Lana, 
destroyed an Austrian position and oc- 
cupied the mine crater, over which 
fighting now is in progress. In the 
Sugana valley the Austrians have 
driven the [Italians from advanced po- 
sitions. 


London, April 18.—The fall of Trebi: 
ond is hailed by the British press as 
one of the most important pieces of 
war news of the present year. Some 
of the morning newspapers express the 
belief that it means the downfall of 
Turkish power in Asia. The Morning 
Post says: 

“Trebizond is not a particularly val- 
uabdle objective in itself, but it is a 
priceless pivot for the whole strategy 
of the Armenian campaign. Its loss 
means the loss also of Erzingan, Khar- 
put and Diarbekr and having regard 
for the Russian movements in Persta, 
it involves the destruction or capitu- 
lation of the Bagdad armies.” 


TREBIZOND FALLS 
TO RUSSIAN ARMS. 


Petrograd, April 18.—(Via London.) 
Trebizond, the most important Turkish 
city on the Black sea, has been cap- 
tured by the Russians, according to an 
Official communication issued late to-

AT PERSHING’S DISPOSAL 


In Order to Protect His 
Long Line of Communica- 
tions — Reports Indicate 
Mexicans Are Markedly 
Hostile. 


Washington, April 18.—The adminis- 
tration is waiting on further reports 
from American officers in Mexico be- 
fore deciding whether the expedition 
seeking Villa shall be withdrawn or 
réinforced for further operations. Ad- 
ditional advices from General Funston 
as to the situation are expected hour- 
ly. Some telegrams came late today. 
One was dated Namiquipa, showing 
that General Pershing had withdrawn 
to that place. 

Indications at the war department 
bore out press reports from the front 
that the pursult of Villa was tempo- 
rarily at a standstill. 

‘President Wilson and his cabinet als“ 
cussed the Mexican situation briefly 
‘today in the light of a review of its, 
military aspects submitted by General 
Funston. M was announced later that 
the situation was unchanged and the 
administration's policy unaltered.” One 
member of the cabinet admitted, how- 
ever, hat no final decision had been 
reached as to the withdrawal of the 
troops. 

Officials would reveal no word of the 
report submitted by General Funston. 
It was apparent, however, that ft out- 
lined a situation which required ac- 
tion in Washington. The line of com- 
munication with General Pershing’s 
forces already is drawn too thin and 
there is no disposition here to contra- 
dict border advices that more troops 
must be sent if the chase is to be 
pressed further. 

Not to Foree Matters. 

It was thought probable, though, no 
official would ‘talk about this phase of 
the question, that the German situa- 
tion would have some bearing upon the 
impending decision. If.a break in dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany is fore- 
seen by the administration, it is- vir- 
tually certain that the troops will be 
recalled from Mexico immediately. 
They would be meeded at home as mili- 
tary prudence would require that steps 
be taken to prepare for eventualities 
in Europe. * 

Some officials expressed the belief 
that the United States must wait and 
see what transpired beyond the border 
before it could determine greatly to in- 
crease the American forces there or, 
on the other hand, determine to with- 
draw at once. The report of Villa’s 
death has not been cleared up as yet.

precedent against what diplomatists 
regard as the inevitable. . 

President Wilson’s purpose in going 
before congress is expiained to.be in 
recognition of the fact that while the 
executive branch of the government 
has power to break dipgmatic relations, 
congress alone has the power to de- 
clare war and the president feels, 
therefore, that it should be advised 
of an action in which it may subge- 
quently be called upon to bear a part. 

President Wilson has guarded with 
unusual precautions for secrecy the 
words he will deliver. Contra to 


custom no copy of his remarks will be 
ven out in advance. He will read 
rom a,personally prepared manuscript 
on which he has worked three days 
and of which no copy was made. Some 
of the cabinet members know, but they 
are bound honor not to reveal the 
president’s aim before he speaks to 
congress, the country and to rmany.

Aroused to activity by the recent 
fires which have menaced the Georgia 
capitol, and by the expose of the care- 
lessness of porters and others under 
the direction of the custodian of build- 
ings, due to which the basement of 
the splendid $1,000,000 structure has 
been permitted to degenerate into a 
veritable firetrap, F. R. Jones, private 
secretary to Governor Nat E. Harris, 
upon instructions from the governor, 
called in two representatives of the 
Southeastern Underwriters’ association 
yesterday to ascertain what is needed to 
remedy present conditions. 

The two fire risk experts epent the 
greater part of the day in the build- 
ing, and are instructed to make a 
complete and thorough investigation, 
which will require two or three days, 
then make a written report of their 
findings, with recommendations, to the 
governor in person. These recom- 
mendations, it is declared, will be im- 
mediately carried out to the letter. 

Mr. Jones himself spent a portion 
of the day with the underwriters’ ex- 
perts, and he admitted the existence of 
many most dangerous conditions in the 
general care of the building; conditions, 
he said, of which he was not aware 
until they were exposed and pointed 
out by the hired investigators. 

Inflammable Rubbish. 

“For instance,” he said,

PERSHING AND ESCORT 
ATTACKED BY SNIPERS. 


Columbus, N. M., April 18.—A speedy 
motor train carrying General J. J. Per- 
shing, commander of the expeditionary 
forces, together with his escort, was 
fired upon during a drive made at 
night from Satevo to the wireless sta- 
‘tion at Namiquipa, according to re- 
ports received here. 

No official confirmation of the re- 
port ‘could be obtained by military au- 
thorities here. -Nor could it be learned 
whether the report was based upon the 
attack on General Pershing’s supply 
train on its way to Satevo on April 11. 

According to the reports General 
Pershing was on his way to Namiquipa 
to attend to the sending of detailed 
dispatches concerning the engagement 
at Parral, when Mexicans in ambush 
near Providencia opened fire on the 
cars. There were only about ten snip- 
‘ers, all of whom fled when the Amer- 
icans returned their fire. None of the 
Mexican bullets took effect, the reports 
said, and General Pershing regarded 
the incident as trivial. mi 

A dispatch received from Joseph W. 
McMullen, a truck captain, said that 
a truck train due to arrive here this 
afternoon was bringing 13 sick and 
} wounded men. No reports concern- 

ing the arrivals were received by Ma- 
jor Sample, commandant, and 
it was not known here whether the 
men are Americans or Mexicans. 

Reports that the Carranza garri- 
son at Parral attempted to ambush 
the command of Major Frank Tomp- 
Kins and other reports of strained re- 
lations between the American forces 
in Mexico and soldiers of the de facto 
government were responsible for some 
trepidation expressed here today. 

In some quarters here the opinion 
is expressed that the pursuit of Villa’s 
bands has became a secondary mat- 
ter and that the prime problem the 
expeditionary troops are now facing 
is that of their own protection. It is 
persistently rumored also that General 
Pershing has expressed his displeas- 
ure at the turn the co-operation of 
the Carranza troops took at Parral. 


VILLA DEATH STORY 
FRAMED IN JUAREZ. 


San Antonio, Texas, April 18.—-Gen- 
eral Bell, reporting from El Paso to 
Major General Funston, gave it as his 
opinion, after as thorough an investi- 
gation as he could make, that the re- 
port of Villa’s death had been manu- 
factured in Juarez. Consul Letcher, 
who said he had been in communica- 
tion with Cusihuiriachic, also has fail- 
ed to verify the report. 


PURSUIT OF VILLA 
AT A STANDSTILL. 


Camp of General J. J. Pershing at 
the Front, April 17.—(By Motor and 
Wireless to Columbus, N. M., April 18.) 
The American pursuit of Villa is ata 
standstill because of unprovoked at- 
tack upon American cavalrymen by the 
insubordinate soldiers of the Carran- 
za garrison at Parral. 
| A small party of American officers 
was fired upon near here last night, 
none of the Americans being injured. 
This, coming on the heels of other re- 

orts of sniping, is responsible for the 

elief that the expeditionary command 
is confronted with a serious problem. 

At General Pershing’s headquarters 
there seemed no prospect of the re- 
sumption of the chase. There were nu- 
merous indications that a continuation 
of the pursuit would meet with armed 
resistence. 

A report received here from Carran- 
za sources that a Villa colonel, cap- 
tured near Cusihuiriachic, had prom- 
ised to lead a party to the .grave in 
which Villa was said to have been bur- 
ied last Friday, is generally discredit- 
ed by military authorities here. 

_Newspapers published in Chihuahua 
city reached here today containing re- 
ports of the attack upon the command 
of Major Tompkins at Parral. Accord- 
ing to these 1 Americans were 
, encamped in the Plaza de San Juan, 
| when, despite the efforts of the Car- 
ranza officials, the Mexican populace 
attacked them with fire arms, where- 
upon the cavalrymen fought back. The 
affair was described as being a re- 
pulse of the Americans since they re- 
tired to Lammos. 

The newspapers pointed out that de- 
spite the unfortunate occurrence there 
was no friction between the American 
commander and the Carranza authori« 
ties in Parral, both of whom were

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Good People of Cedartown 
Much Interested in Case 
of Keith Children. 


Ot the four little children of Mrs. 
Catherine Keith, rescued recently from 
a home of squalor.in the negro 4uar- 
ter of Cedartown by the kind-hearted 
women of that town; and by the courts 
given to the care of the Georgia Chil- 


dren’s Home society, as told by The 


Constitution in a story Sunday, three 
already have been adopted into good 
homes of the state and the home s0- 
ciety is looking for a permanent home 


for the fourth. 

Three of the youngsters are boys; 
one a girl. The girl and one of the 

ys have been provided a home under 
the same roof. Another of the boys has 
been adopted by a family in the same 
immediate neighborhood. Efforts are 
now being made by Superintendent 
Robert B. McCord, of the Georgia Chil- 
dren’s Home society, to place the re- 
maining boy in a family where he may 
be near his brothers and sister, as it 
is the policy of the society to sever 
family ties to as slight a degree as is 
possible and in keeping with the best 
welfare of its wards. 

Unusually Pathetic Case. 


When these children were “uncov- 
ered” in Cedartown, where they, with 
two older sisters and their mother, 
were found living in one room con- 
taining but two beds, they were hun- 
gry, unkempt and clad in decidedly un- 
clean rags. In this plight the court 
turned them over to the Georgia Chil- 
dren’s Home society, but before they 
were brought to Atlanta the good wom- 
en of Cedartown took them in hand, 
washed them, gave them all the good 
nourishing food they could eat, fitted 
them out with clean raiment through- 
out, so that within a few days in the 
hands of the home society they were 
hardly recognizable by those who had 
seen them before. 

Superintendent McCord has sent The 
Constitution the following communica- 
tion expressing appreciation for the 
assistance given the society in this and 
other cases it has handled: 

“The Constitution: Your article in last 
Sunday’s paper expresses in a splendid way 
some of the rescue work in behalf of chil- 


ciety in co-operation with some of the most 
heroic men and women of the different 
communities is Going. I say ‘heroic,’ for 
it is the only term that will express the 
courage required to take children from 
parents who do not want to give them up. 
no matter how unfit that parent may be. 
It seems the time has about come in Geor- 
gia when these few courageous individuals 
in each community will not allow children 
to grow up in conditions that will in- 
evitably make their ruin. 
Work of Cedartown People. 

In this instance the mayor of Cedar- 
town took the lead, along with a number 
of other citizens, in bringing the family of 
white children out of the negro quarters, 
separating them by law from those who

LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE. 

The indications are, from action taken 
at Monday’s meeting in referring the Dunlap 
resolution to the charter revision commit- 
tee, that the city council has reached the 
point where it is ready and willing to submit 
to the people of Atlanta for ‘their decision 
the question as to what direction municipal 
government revision should take. 

Nothing could be fairer than this. It 
only remains for it to be carried out in æ 
spirit of justice and equity. 

It is provided in the Dunlap resolution 
that council shall appoint a committee of 
twenty-five to revise the present city char- 
ter, and to get it down to a basis of economy 
and efficiency. 3 

It is further provided that the mayor 
shall appoint another committee of twenty- 
five to draft a commission charter, and that 
when drawn these two charters shall be 
submitted to the people, after full and free 
discussion, for their decision. 

This gets the matter in exactly the shape 
in which the people of Atlanta most desire 
to see it. 7 

On the one hand, if they wish to retain 
the mayor and council systém, plus the va- 
rious and sundry city boards, with such 
economic revision as can be made, they will 
have the opportunity to say so. 

On the other, if they want to do away 
with the present system and substitute for 
it commission or concentrated government, 
which has proven so successful and satis- 
factory in some 350 cities in the United 
States which have tried it, they may like- 
wise do that. 

It is, after all, simply a question of the 


Whatever the people of 
Atlanta want, and say at the polls they 


want, should and will be given them. 


There is just one duty in this connection 
that each citizen owes Atlanta, and that is 
wholly to eliminate politics and personali- 
ties from his vote and decision. Before

NO MORE FAST COLORS. 

We are on the verge of exhaustion of 
fast colors in dyestuff materials. Many 
American woolen mills have given notice 


that they are compelled to refuse color 


guarantees on fabrics for the coming fall 
and winter season. Atlanta laundries, along 
with others all over the country, have 
called attention in paid advertisements to 
the fact that they cannot longer be respon- 


‘gible for the fastness of colors in garments 


sent them for laundering. 

The average citizen does not take into 
account the full import of this situation, 
and perhaps will not until his next winter 
suit begins to fade, as they used to do in the 
old days, after a few days of sunshine 
struck them, or until the red or the blue of 
the shirt he is wearing begins to run or dis- 
appear. 

But he may as well make up his mind 
now that this thing is coming, and that he 
must expect to renew the old experiences of 
twenty to thirty years ago before colors 
began to be guaranteed. The man of 30 to 
40 today well remembers how the suit he 
wore as a youth soon took on a dusty, faded 
cast; how the color line gradually disap- 
peared from his shirt altogether. 

At the best we could possibly do to- 
day, even should congress by appropriate 
legislation make it possible at once to set 
up the dyestuff industry in this. country, we 
would at least have this experience for one 
or two seasons. Experience shows that it 
takes a year or more to develop the dye 


stuff industry to the point of supplying the 


important and essential colors. Fast dyes 
for the coming winter are practically ex- 
nausted; for next spring there are nong at 
all. In the face of this famine congress 
Halts, hesitates and refuses to act, because 
it means a protective tariff. And yet it is 
a protective tariff so small in proportion to 
the amount of material used almost as to 
make it impossible to put the burden on the 
consumer. What manufacturer could add to 
the cost of a dozen pairs of sox retailing 
at $3, the value of the dye, worth 1% cents, 
which: goes into it? This illustration might 
be carried out indefinitely.

situation, 


Springfield (Mass.) Republican has this to 


say: 


In going into the reasens why the 
buyer must grin and bear it, he is told 
that the complete cessation of imports 
of coal tar dyes, the rapid exhaustion 
of domestic supplies and the inadequacy . 
of American production “have caused 
most woolen and worsted: mills to refuse 
color guarantees of their fabrics for the 
fall and winter seasons.” Thus we are 
all forewarned, and the clothiers believe 
that the American public can be trusted 
to meet this condition cheerfully if every- 
body is frank about it. Anyhow, whether 
cheerfully accepted or otherwise it is an 
ultimatum from which there is no escape. 


It is an ultimatum, indeed, from which 
there ig no escape, even if congress should 
act today. The best congress can do now is 
to make provision for the setting up of the 
dyestuff industy, in time to hring fast colors 
back for the fall and winter of 1917. Even 
if it does that, it will have to be quick 
about it.

The set- 
tlement has great possibilities of becoming 
one of the most progressive with which the 
Southern Settlément and Development organ- 
ation has had to do.” 
Purpose of Organization. 

The purpose of Mr. Abbott’s organization 
is to settle and develop southern farm areas 
by sending homesteaders from the crowded 
western and eastern cities. Gerogia-is. fall- 
ing heartily into line with the project, and 
a branch order of the organiza: is now 
being developed. The ¢olony at Albany is 
evidence of the vast benefits to ‘be derived 
from the movement. 

As explained by Mr. Abet the situa- 
tion at Albany is this: 

In accord with the proposal of the South- 


tion, the Albany Chamber of Commerce, un- 


and D. L. Beatie, accepted the 3,000-acre plan- 
tation of H. W. Johnson, one of the commu- 
nity’s biggest planters, to be divided among 
the homesteaders to be sent from Chicago. 

The Johnson tract was subdivided into 
forty-acre lots. Nineteen families were trans- 
ported from Chicago and as many homes 
provided for them on nineteen of the forty 
subdivisions. Each home and forty-aere 
farm were provided with mules, cows, . seeds 
and a model country residence. 

The terms are long-time, deferred pay- 
ments. 

The farm land is fertile. Even some of 
the most inexperienced farmers among the 
settlers have found the soil surprisingly pro- 
ductive. Most of them are Russian-born 
American citizens, progressive, ambitious and 
energetic. Taken all in all, the nineteen 


mately eighty persone. 
All Are Pleased. 

They have been in Georgia since Novem- 
ber, 1915. Mr. Abbott reports that he was 
unable to find a single note of dissension 
or dissatisfaction in the entire colony, but 
that every settler expressed earnest desire 
to spend the remainder of his days in the 
Georgia colony. 

The educational. features of the settle- 
ment promise to set a new epoch in Georgia's 
agricultural progress. The settlers are be- 
ing interested in stock growing and diver- 
sified farming. The leaders of the colony 
ime when they 
can purchase live stock and ke their newly 
acquired interests productive of cattle as 
well as general crops. 

In this they are being aided. by the Al- 
bany Chamber of Commerce, which is encour- 
aging business men and cattle dealers to ex- 
tend credit in order that the newcomers 
might buy live stock. Cattle in smalf quan- 
tities has already been purchased by some of 
the more progressive members of the settle- 
ment. 

Mr. Abbott's impressions are best gained 
by the glowing accounts he gives of the suc- 
cess the settlers are achieving. 

They Are Hard Workers. 

“I have never seen a harder working set 
of people,” he related. “They are at it day 
and night. On Sundays the men meet in the 
school house that has been erected in the 
colony, and discuss their problems. They are 
supplied with educational matter, such as 
farm bulletins, agricultural literature issued 
by the railroads, and other material. 

‘In addition to this form of education the 
chamber of commerce of Albany has estab- 
lished the office of general agricultural di- 
rector, performed by an expert who devotes 
his time and attention to the settlement. The 
state farm demonstration agent gives the 
colanists a great amount of attention. 

„The outlook is so hopeful that we are 
arranging for several new families to be | 
sent down from Chicago in the fall of the 
year. After that we plan to occupy the whole 
Johnson tract with fifty families. The thirty | 
additional families needed for this will be 
brought to Georgia within iy next twelve 
months.” 

The Johnson plantation is ‘in miles from 
Albany and is accessible by good roads. 


colonists have the city advantages provided 
by Albany to combine with those of their 
rural community. 

Experienced in Farming. . 

A good number of the newcomers were 
inexperienced in farming before their arrival 
in Georgia. Longing for the open life of the 
country, and the creative advantages of the 
farmer, they eagerly took the opportunity of- 
fered by the Southern Settlement and Devel- 
opment organization to remove them from 
the crowded city and its life of struggle to 
the sunny Georgia colony, where they could 
enter upon new lives of fruitful endeavor 
and ee homes. 

In this instance Mr. Abbott told of the 
case of Rose Sunshine (her American name), 
who, while in Chicago, led the routine exist- 
ence of stenographer in a big railroad office, 
where she was, like thousands of others, but 
a hard-worked cog in the business machinery. 
Tt was a struggle for her and the husband 
to provide the meager North Clark street 
home. For years they had dreamed of the 
country where they could live fand work 
among the trees and green things, raise 
chickens and a cow and have a home in a 
valley beneath the unhindered sun. 

Like an unforeseen heritage, the oppor- 
tunity came from the Southern Settlement 
and Development organization. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sunshine became clients. And now they com- 
pose one of the happiest and most industrious 
families in the Georgia colony. But at that, 
they are only one family of nineteen in a 
similar state of enterprise and contentment. 

“But the one main thing that the Southern 
Settlement and Development organization 
needs in Georgia,” said Mr. Abbot, “is the 
co-operation of a similar state organization. 
True, one is in process of formation, but 
much more fruit would be borne if it were 
already in operation and combining with the 
main body toward the interests of Georgia 
and the homesteaders who are in the future 
to be sent to the unsettled territories.’

‘City Charter Is Antiquated, Says Maddox; , 
Urges Business Men to Take More Interest 


Characterizing the city charter of Atlanta 
@ document which had outlived its useful- 
ness: declaring that the city government 
lacks centralization of authority, that it is 
and has for some time been suffering from 
waste, which, he said, is as detrimental to 
Progress as is graft, and admonishing every 
» business man of the city to doff his coat and 
take a more vital interest in politics to the 
end that officials may be elected this fall, 
and laws enacted, which will bring Atlanta 
into her proper place among American cities, 
R. F. Maddox, vice president of the American 
National dank, and a former mayor of At- 
lanta, delivered an addréss on “Civic Prepar- 
edness” at the monthly dinner of the Atlanta 
Association of Credit Men, at the Ansley 
hotel last night. , 

“The business man who sits comfortably 
besidé his own hearthstone, refusing to at- 
tend political meetings or to take any part 
in the political affairs of his city, is not a 
member of the ‘Volunteer Army of Civic 
Life,’ and he has no right to criticise when 
unsatisfactory officials are elected and bad 
laws made,” said Mr. Maddox. 

“Atlanta,” he continued, “is on the eve 
of a great change. It is in the air. We 
believe that Atlanta has not made the prog- 
ress it should have made during the last year 
or two. It may have been largely due to 
the fact that the European war has upset 
the business and political equilibrium of the 
entire world to a greater or a less degree. 

Progress te Follow War. 

“But we believe that the city of Atlanta 
and the entire south faces, within the next 
twelve months, the greatest era of progress 
that they shall have ever enjoyed, and that 
after the war abread is over that the south 
will be the brightest spot in America. Cotton 
will go up as soon as peees is declared, and 
I believe that the War will have developed 
here in the south a@& great industry in the 
manufacture of our own dye stuffs, and great 
nitrogen plants. Atlanta‘banks have on de- 
posit today $7,000,000 more than at any one 
time ever before. Everything points to an 
era of unparalleled prosperity, immediately 
following the declaration of peace abroad. 

“But the citizens, the business men of At- 
lanta have a great duty to perform, and this 
fall you will have an opportunity to perform 


it. I am not going to attempt to say what 
is the matter with our city government, 
further than that there is no centralization 
of authority in Atlanta. There is no city 
department, for instance, where you can 80 
and have a hole in the pavement fixed. The 
board of aldermen refer you to the council; 
the council shoves you on to the mayor; the 
mayor sends you to a city department, and 
you can get nowhere simply because there is 
no centralization of responsibility and au- 
thority. ° 

“This fall you will have an opportunity te 
adopt a new charter, elect four pew alder- 
men, ten councilmen and a mayor. As to the 
form of charter you should adopt, I am not 
going to suggest here, further than to say 
that the one we have now was adopted years 
ago, when Atlanta was a small towf, was all 
right then, perhaps, but it is antequated now. 

Old Spirit Here. 


“The old spirit is here, though, the old 
spirit which brought Atlanta up from the 
ashes fifty years ago. That spirit is going 
to tell; it will have its expression, I think, 
this fall, and our city will be placed upon a 
higher plane than it ever was before.“ 

The dinner was attended by about 175 
members of the association, and was pre- 
sided over by the president, J. L. Baldwin. 

It was in the nature of a meeting to boost 
_the membership of the association and for 
the members to get together in a heartier 
spirit of co-operation, for the benefit both 
of their respective business interests and the. 
city in genéral. 

Preceding the address of Mr. Maddox, 
President Baldwin made an appeal for new 
memberships. He cited the fact that the 
association now has 191 members, and that 
the national association, of which ft is a 
subsidiary unit, expects it by next June, when 
the national convention will be held, to have 
a membership of 200. 

Admonishing every member to endeavor 
to induce a non-member business man to join, 
and in an effort to stimulate enthusiasm in 
the arganization, especially in its bureaus of 
adjustment and credit exchange, Postmaster 
Bolling Jones, Ralph Rosenbaum and a num- 
ber of others made brief addresses. They 
urged that the additional twenty-nine mem- 
bers needed to comply with the national as- 
sociation’s pro rata for Atlanta be procured 
by the time of the annual meeting of the 


Atlanta association next May.

In his remarks, the 
doctor stated that when a substitute 
for his bill was passed he saw that 
no appropriation had been made ‘for 
utting the law into effect as provided 
n the original bill, whereupon he ap- 
proached . Fullbright, chairman of 
the appropriation committee, and ask- 
ed why this was not donc. He stated 
that r. Fullbright seemed surprised, 
and explained that no appropriation 
was as for by the state board of 
health or any one else, and for that 
reason none was made. 

In the discussion that followed Dr. 
Allen's paper and remarks, reference 
was e to an editorial in The At- 
lanta Constitution of Tuesday on the 
need of accurate vital statistics in Geor- 

ia, which cited the Jim Smith estate 
fitigation as an example. Dr. Emory 
R. Park, who is connected with the 
state board, asked that the editorial 
from The Constitution ‘be read. This 
was done. Dr. Park said that the edi- 
torial was essentially correct, and gave 
fully the reasons why no attempt to 
put the law into practical operation had 
been made. 

Dr. Park is te as having further 
stated that eighteen hundred dollars a 
year was not enough compensation for 
a state registrar, and that if it was in- 
sisted upon that the law be put in op- 
eration on the scale suggested, that 
gome one else might apply for his job. 

In commenting upon this discussion 
in today’s convention, Dr. W. C. Bryant 
sald late, this afternoon: “It is gener- 
ally known that the attitude of the 
state board as represented by the sec- 
retary has from the beginning been 
unfavorable to the vital .statistics act, 
and the expression of Dr. Park was 
freely discussed after the meeting by 
many of the physicians present, the 
consensus of opinion being that or- 
gia is a long way from having a vital 
statistics law worthy of the name.

Creation of a national guard section 
in the general staff of the army and 
requiring all officers and enlisted men 
of the national guard to subscribe to 
an oath to support the United States 
as well as the respective states, 

Provision for federal pay for all na- 
tional guard officers above the rank 
of captain.

Hardwick Amendment Accepted. 


Senator Hardwick’s amendment was 
agreed to, 56 to 24, the result coming 
as a surprise to senators on both sides 
of the chamber since prediction openly 
been made that the volunteer 
army feature, already included in the 
bill, would be rejected in conference.

Washington, April 18.—Majority 
Leader Kitchin reported tonight to the 
house that the conferees of the house 
and senate had been unable to agree 
on the sugar bill. Tomorrow he will 
ask the house to reaffirm its original 
3 favoring absolute repeal of 
he free sugar law, instead of agree- 
ing to the senate amendment to post- 
pone placing sugar on the free list 
only until May 1, 1920. 

There is a strong belief in the sen- 
ate that eventually the house bill will 
have to be agreed to. In a final un- 
successful. effort to line up the con- 
ferees in favor of the senate amend- 
ment today, Senator Simmons reported 
that President Wilson had informed 
him that he favored the amendment.
